Following the singing of “ Illinois’ 
by the children, Gen [John C. Black of 
Chicago paid a beautiful tribute to 
Lincoln. 
General Black was colonel 
of the 37th 
Illinois regiment and 
later a brigadier-general. 
He said in 
part: 
I suppose that nearly alt of you 
have examined this stone with curious 
and loving eyes. 
Ton have seen what 
the truthful 
hand 
of nature 
has 
written upon it when thousands of 
years ago it 
was settled and ham­ 
mered and compacted by such power 
as our modern machinery can give no 
conception. 
The conflagrations of a 
world burned around it and it became 
stronger and harder by the intense 
cold of a sea of ice which tore it from 
the bed of rock where it, was formed 
and storm beaten dropped it here and 
there on the way until it. 
finally 
lodged on the bottom or the shallow 
sea which receeded and left it in this 
fair land. 
You have doubtless thought how like 
this rock was the formation of the 
character of the man whom it. has 
been placed here to honor, 
Where 
did he come from? 
A hundred years 
ago the name of the family was un 
known 
and their surroundings so 
humble that those ol them who could 
write varied in their spelling of the 
name. Think of it and of him. 
Born 
in the depths of the solitude of a Ken­ 
tucky wilderness when the mother and 
her God welcomed him, his father out 
in the wilderness ♦laboring for their 
daily bread, 
She nourished him all 
unknown as the liberator of a race. 
We think of him striving day and 
night to 
gain 
a 
little 
knowl­ 
edge; think 
of him as 
a 
young 
lawyer: think of him as the leading 
advocate and the greatest apostle of 
liberty that ever set in motion the 
powers of a government 
all the time 
forming that gigantic character which 
in the end arose to represent the 
American character. 
It is well that you who have stepped 
from the scene of action erect here 
this simple yet sublime memorial to 
Our Father Abraham. 
This work Is 
well done; it is typical, it is American, 
and may it endure forever. 


Congressman Hilt Speaks

him and love his memory and - we all 
owe a debt of gratitude to 
that 
Father Abraham. 


Relief tor the Blind,

year to blind persons.

come to exceed #250 per year 
He is 
required to appear before the county 
clerk, make an artidavit to this effect,
